Nitrate  of  Soda,  excellent  to  use  on  Kentucky  Blue  Grass  and  clover 
lawns,  5  lbs.  per  1000  sq.  ft.  in  early  spring;  in  summer  2  lbs.  per 
1000  sq.  ft.  Always  follow  by  heavy  wetting. 

Cotton  Seed  Meal,  rich  in  nitrogen,  may  be  used  on  a  lawn  before 
grass  starts  or  as  top  dressing  after  first  cutting;  break  all  lumps,  and 
give  lawn  a  thorough  wetting.

Sulphate  of  Ammonia  discourages  the  growth  of  troublesome  weeds; 
4  lbs.  to  1000  sq.  ft.  spread  on  just  before  a  heavy  rain  in  spring. 
For  summer  use,  2  lbs.  per  1000  sq.  ft.  is  advised,  and  don’t  neglect 
giving  the  lawn  a  thorough  wetting  afterwards.

For  a  general  fertilizer,  one  analyzing  5%  nitrogen,  8%  phosphoric 
acid,  and  7%  potash,  we  can  recommend  from  our  own  experience. 
In  making  a  new  lawn,  use  10  lbs.  per  1000  sq.  ft.  and  work  into  the 
soil  just  before  leveling  for  the  seed  bed.  You  may  also  use  just  before 
grass  starts  in  the  spring,  4  lbs.  per  1000  sq.  ft.,  thoroughly  wetting 
afterwards.

One  ounce  of  Corrosive  Sublimate  to  ten  gals,  of  water.  Put  cup¬ 
ful  around  each  plant  at  intervals,  starting  in  May. 

SQUASH  BORER 

Spray  the  root  stalks  with  Red  Arrow,  especially  close  to  the  ground.
